CONSEIL NATIONAL POUR LA DEFENSE DE LA DEMOCRATIE - FORCES 
POUR LA DEFENSE DE LA DEMOCRATIE (CNDD-FDD) FROM 28 MAY TO 
3 JUNE 2002 AT THE WHITE SANDS HOTEL IN DAR ES SALAAM. ON

((KIKWETE)), ATTENDED 1HE OPENING SESSION OF THOSE TALKS
